that it may get worse unless m er­ 
chants and citizens are alerted to 
the menace, according to Chief of 
Police August G. K ettm an.

said. 
"Palm Springs during the last 
two w eeks in particular has been 
a mecca for an increasing num ber . 
of individuals, m any w ith police ! 
records, who have departed met-1 
ropolitan centers on the coast, es­ 
pecially Los Angeles.” 


WELL IN HAND 


However, the chief added, that 
the situation is w ell in hand and 
that his departm ent 
has 
been 
fortunate in keeping crim e at a 
low m inim um in the Village. He 
issued a w arning to m erchants, 
hotel, and inn keepers to be cau­ 
tious in hiring new help. 
“E very arrest in the past two 
w eeks,” the chief said, “has indi­ 
cated that those arrested have 
only 
been in Palm Springs a 
short time, and in every case in 
the past two w eeks, they have 
had prior police records estab­ 
lished in other comm unities.

cent o f the world's land area and seven per cent o f the 
world's population, it has, fo r example, been produc­ 
ing and using more than two-thirds o f the world's pe­ 
troleum and the world’s m otor vehicles, and consum­ 
ing more than one-half of the world's rubber supply. 
O ur per capita consumption o f oil is thirty times the 
average o f the rest o f the world. 
The energy content 
o f this oil is equivalent to the work o f fo rty slaves fo r 
every individual in the United States— and it is in 
such convenient and concentrated form that no num­ 
ber o f slaves— or of horses— could do what it does for 
the average American, particularly in the field o f trans­ 
portation. 
If we do not get the things that the optimists 
prophesy in the postwar era, it will be no one's fault 
but our own.

tion, as we kill incentive, lim it production, and destroy 
profit, we will lose our abundance.

Tubercuosis Seal 
Idea Originated 
In Copenhagen 


Sale in Am erica Resulted 
In Big Life Saving. 


It was a busy afternoon just be­ 
fore Christmas in 1903 and piles 
upon piles of holiday letters and 
packages were pouring through the 
post office in Copenhagen. 
A postal 
clerk, Ein.ir Holboell, expertly han­ 
dled the le'ters and packages, and 
as he did so, he pondered an idea 
which was to have great effect upon 
the destiny of muliur.s of people in 
the world. 
This idea of Holboell's was to 
mark the beginning of one of the 
strangest wars ever fought—a war 
in which human lives were to be 
saved, 
not 
sacrificed; 
in 
which 
homes 
have 
been 
saved, 
not 
bombed: one in which there can be 
no armistice, no peace treaty. For 
the world-wide war against tubercu­ 
losis is a total war and final victory 
will come only with the complete 
eradication of the ancient enemy 
which for centuries has been the 
cause of more deaths than any con­ 
flict or pestilence in history. 
By 1907 the Danish Christmas 
Seals were appearing on letters to 
people in America. 
Jacob Riis, whom 
Theodore Roosevelt 
once called “Amer­ 
ica’s 
most 
useful 
citizen.” 
published 
an a rtic le "T h e 
Christmas Stamp," 
which set people in this country to 
thinking about what they could do 
with the idea. 
They thought the 
story good, but they pondered that 
the problem was too great for a 
penny stamp. 
Late in the autumn of 1907, Emily 
Bissell, a young public health work­ 
er in Wilmington, Del., became con­ 
cerned about the fate of a little sana­ 
torium on the Brandywine river. 
She asked for assistance, but those 
that could give always replied in the 
negative with the postscript that she 
should not waste the money. 
In her blackest moment, Emily 
Bissell recalled the article written 


GREETINGS 


by Jacob Riis, and sat down to de­ 
sign the first Christmas Seal for 
America. With new design in hand. 
Miss Bissell set out to get help in 
putting her plan across. 
She en­ 
countered trouble from those that 
could afford to help. Finally she took 
her design to a small printer who 
agreed to wait for his pay. 
She 
talked with the postal clerks and 
they said that they would assist if 
the people would be advised that 
the penny stamp would not carry 
anything—that It was purely orna­ 
mental. 
The printer turned out 50,000 of 
the stamps—the people of Delaware 
had begun to hear about tuberculo­ 
sis—and a Christmas Seal table was 
set up in the Wilmington post office, 
and the first Christmas Seal sale In 
America was under way.

Question: 
W h a t would be the general effect on the 
country o f a steel strike? 


ANSWER: Over 40 percent of all the fac­ 
tory workers in the country earn their liv­ 
ing- by making steel into useful products 
for American life. A shut-down of the 
steel industry would be a disastrous blow 
to reconversion and would cause a serious 
loss in both wages and industrial produc­ 
tion at a time when they were most needed. 


Question: 
W h y did they want a long-term contract? 
ANSWER: 
In the Union’s own words be­ 
fore the War Labor Board, “The Union’s 
request for a termination date of October, 
1946, is not made capriciously or pressed 
here for bargaining purposes. It repre­ 
sents the considered view of the Union 
that only such a term will adequately 
serve the needs of stability.” 


Question: 
Is it true that the Steelworkers Union has 
pledged itself not to strike? 


ANSWER: Yes. Every contract which the 
Union has signed this year with the va­ 
rious steel companies has a clause w herein 
the Union agrees not to strike during the 
life of the contract. 


Question: 
Did the recent strike vote violate the 
contracts? 


ANSWER: 
No. Only 
an 
actual strike 
w ould violate them. 


Question: 
Are those contracts still in effect? 
ANSWER: 
Yes. They were signed in the 
spring of 1945 to run until October, 1946. 


Question: 
Haven't there been strikes already during 
the life of the contracts? 


ANSWER: 
Yes. There were 998 strikes in 
steel plants during the past year alone. 
They were mostly local strikes which the 
Union characterizes as “w ildcat,” but they 
meant a big loss in production. 


Question: 
W h o signed for the Union? 
ANSWER: Its international officials — 
Philip Murray, Van Bittner, Clinton Gol­ 
den and others — and the local Union 
heads at the various plants. 


Question: 
Is there no "escape clause" by which either 
side could end the agreements? 


ANSWER: 
No. The Union demanded a 
fixed, long-term contract and got it. 


Question: 
Does the end o f the war justify changing 
the contracts? 


ANSWER: 
No. The bond was sealed on 
both sides and should be kept whether 
times be good or bad. The steel companies 
are continuing to live up to these agree­ 
ments. If a strike is called, it will be in 
clear violation of the existing contracts.

HOW PLANTS ADAPT 
THEMSELVES TO 
THE DESERT 


In previous colum ns we have 
considered the characteristics of 
a desert area from a standpoint 
of clim ate and geology. B ut w hat 
of the desert life? For instance, 
how have desert plants in par­ 
ticular 
adapted 
them selves 
so 
that they are able to live under 
such adverse arid conditions? Do 
these differ in any way from or­ 
dinary plants? 
Those plants which do grow 
successfully in desert regions are 
term ed by th e botanist "xero- 
phytes.” 
This 
form idable-ap­ 
pealing 
word 
is 
really 
quite 
harm less, and 
is derived from 
two 
G reek 
words, 
meaning 
m erely “dry plants.” 
W e can 
loosely refer to all desert vege­ 
tation, then, 
as 
xerophytes or 
xerophytic plants 
(both 
words 
are pronounced 
as 
though the 
"x” w ere a “z”. 


FOUR WAYS 


There are four different ways 
by which a plant can survive 
w ith only a m inim um am ount of 
m oisture. First, it can escape the 
long drought periods completely, 
as the common desert annuals 
have done so well, by simply 
modifying itself so th at w hen the 
rare sporadic showers do come, it 
can im m ediately sprout, leaf-out, 
bear flowers, and go to seed, all 
in a very short time, taking full 
advantage of the one heavy rain­ 
fall. It carries over until the next 
w et spell by rem aining in the dry 
seed stage. In this m anner, w ater 
does not present a serious prob­ 
lem, for the seeds can be kept 
for years w ithout harm , and yet 
they can take root alm ost over­ 
night. In m any respects this is 
the ideal desert adaptation. 
A second and quite widespread 
w ay th at a 
plant 
can conquer 
m arked aridity 
is 
to passively 
evade the dry months. In other 
words, it most carefully preserves 
every bit of m oisture it receives, 
and throughout its lifetim e re­ 
tains a sm all dw arfed size re­ 
quiring very little w ater to keep 
alive. 
Such plants are usually 
solitary and scattered over great 
areas; rarely do they form dense 
masses. 
Many 
of 
our 
fragile 
buckw heats are 
of 
this type. 
They don’t need m uch w ater, to 
begin with, and they seem to do 
quite w ell w ithout it. 
D rought-enduring 
is 
a 
third 
recognized 
type of 
adaptation. 
This type is quite sim ilar to the 
evasive type just mentioned, but 
in addition these plants go into 
a sort of dorm ancy or a period 
of prolonged 
inactivity during 
the hot dry season. Only the ad­ 
vent of rain will arouse them. 
Most of our desert shrubs are of 
this enduring type, and for most 
of the year they are apparently 
dead. Comes rain and they leaf 
out in a few days into a mass of 
greenery. This m ethod m ight be 
likened to a hibernation or esti­ 
vation w hich 
tides 
th e plants 
over from one rainy season to 
the next. 
The fourth adaptation is found 
in those plants w hich actively re­ 
sist aridity, and these are by far 
the most xerophytic of all. They 
store up great quantities of w at­ 
er in their leaves and stem s and 
thus are 
not 
dependent upon 
rainfall as much as m ost other 
plants. This enables them to con­ 
tinue growing even during the 
hot dry m onths w hen all other 
desert vegetation is idle. There­ 
fore it is possible for such plants 
to attain a larger statu re and, 
w hat is more im portant, to ex­ 
tend their 
roots 
m uch deeper, 
this in turn enabling them to 
either quickly 
replenish 
their 
near-em pty ”tcra*« --eiia w hen it 
does rain, or 10 cap deep sources 
of ground w ater. In America the 
various 
kinds 
of 
cacti 
have 
adopted this 
form 
of resistant 
adaptation, and in A frica it is 
the xerophytic euphorbias that 
store up w ater in th eir stems. 
TTie so-called 
b arrel 
cactus is 
probably the m ost fam ous of our 
cacti in this respect. However, it 
does not contain a reservoir of 
clear liquid th at only needs bor­ 
ing a hole into the fluted side to 
have gush out, as most people be­ 
lieve. In order to get w ater from 
the barrel cactus, you m ust slice 
off the spiny top. W ithin, you 
will find a 
thick 
w hite mass, 
w hich w hen squeezed feels and 
tastes not unlike cold m ashed po­ 
tatoes. W hen you crush this pulp, 
liquid oozes out of th e tissue, and 
you can collect quite a quantity 
in this fashion. It is potable and 
w ill keep a person from dying of 
thirst; b u t it is far from palatable. 


LEAVES CHANGED 


W hen leaves are present on 
desert plants, they are usually 
greatly modified. 
It is through 
leaves th a t m uch vital m oisture 
is absorbed or lost, as th e case 
m ay be, and by w hich various 
gasses are exchanged. The very 
angle at w hich the leaf is a t­ 
tached to the stem is m ost im ­ 
portant 
in 
connection 
w ith 
m oisture evaporation. 
If it is 
held flat, 
exposed 
to 
the full 
sun’s rays, then evaporation \frill 
naturally be rapid. To avoid this, 
m any desert 
leaves 
are so a r­ 
ranged on their stem s th a t only 
th eir edges, 
th e 
least possible 
am ount of surface, are exposed 
to the direct sun. Such leaves can 
fu rth er be tw isted and turned 
throughout the 
day 
to always 
present this thin edge. 
In 
other 
cases, 
w hen 
th e 
leaves cannot readily be turned, 
they m ay curl up or roll up d u r­ 
ing the heat of the day, and 
then flatten back in th e cool dif­ 
fused light of the evening. Also,

most arid plant leaves have a 
tendency to be hairy, as is our 
common sand “verbena," in o r­ 
der to quickly catch and retain 
any m oisture in the air, as w ell 
as shielding the leaf and stem 
from the direct heat of the sun. 
A third purpose of these m inute 
hairs would be to deter hungry 
herbivores 
from 
feeding 
upon 
them . The outer coat of the leaf 
m ay also be greatly thickened as 
a protection against th e sun, and 
it is often resinous or waxy, as 
in the creosote bush, to fu rth er 
reflect the h eat of th e day. 
The pores of leaves, through 
w hich plants 
‘“breathe,” have 
usually 
become 
altered 
also. 
They are typically quite sm all in 
size and 
occur 
in 
very great 
num bers. They m ay be sunken 
into hairy 
cavities 
for added 
protection, or shielded by w axy 
secretions. M any leaf pores are 
fu rth er equipped 
w ith 
special 
valves to close them up during 
the day, and norm ally they are 
located on th e under side of the 
leaf. 
If th e leaves them selves are not 
altered in shape, th ey m ay be 
m aterially 
thickened, 
alm ost 
leathery (as in the Penstem ons) 
or possibly modified for w ater 
storage by being fleshy in n a­ 
ture (as in Erigeron). They m ay 
even 
be 
m ore 
succulent 
and 
fleshy, as in the A gave and Y uc­ 
ca», finely-lobcJ, As 
'**■ Arte­ 
misia 
(so-called 
sage 
crush); 
needle-form ed, as in the Pinyon 
Pine; or even scale-formed, as in

LEGAL ADVERTISING RATES 
One thing in which th e new s­ 
paper is not alw ays a free agent 
is in respect to the rates it can 
charge for legal advertising or 
Public Notices. This is because, 
for the most part, they are fixed 
by law. This fact is not alw ays 
understood by laym en and oth ­ 
ers. 
As m ight be supposed, the 
rates vary from state to state and 
som ew hat also for different types 
of Notices. U ntil a few years ago, 
the norm al rate in one state was 
so low the larger papers could 
not carry some types of Notices 
except at a loss. 
In M innesota the law allowed 
as much as 45 cents per descrip­ 
tion on assessm ent lists, in W ash­ 
ington 30 cents, and in Illinois 
20 cents. 
A Pennsylvania 
su­ 
prem e court 
decision 
held 15 
cents a line a reasonable charge 
for legal Notices, but in Illinois 
for a tim e it was as low as 2 Vi 
cents a line. Regardless of the 
rate, the law never intended this 
service to be perform ed at a loss.

In the thirty-five 
months I 
have been in Washington I have 
watched the administrations of 
three Secretaries of State. This 
is an important job. In 1786, the 
Secretary of State was placed in 
line, next to the vice-president, to 
succeed to the presidency. 
Six 
Secretaries of State have become 
Presidents. The list of secretar­ 
ies contains the names of some of 
the most able men in American 
history. 
It is still important. What has 
happened to it? In this thirty-five 
months, there have been vacilla- 
t i o n s 
a n d 
“reorganizations.” 
Where is the continuity and the 
firmness 
and 
sureness 
which 
should 
m a r k 
t h e 
foreign 
policy of the most influential na­ 
tion in the world today? This in­ 
fluence, if the desires of the peo­ 
ple of the United States were fol­ 
lowed. would be exerted only on 
the side of peace among nations, 
equality among peoples, and the 
“freedoms” of which 
we 
talk 
so much. 
A few days ago I attended a 
meeting at the National Press 
Club, where 
General 
Hurley 
spoke. It was the day after he 
had handed his startling resig­ 
nation to Secretary Byrnes. On 
Monday, two days before, he had 
ailed on the secretary and had 
apparently been willing, on the 
basis of certain assurances made 
him, to return to China. What 
had happened? It is necessary to 
go back a little. 
Hurley was sent to China at a 
time of desperation. Was China 
about to collapse? Could the two 
factions, nationals and commun- 
its, be kept in harmony, suffic­ 
iently to fight the Japs? Could 
food and supplies be gotten to 
them? Would Russia make certain 
agreements relative to that phase 
of the w ar? Hurley did what 
would appear to the interested 
bystander to be an excellent job. 
China did not collapse; both fac­ 
tions fought the Japs instead of 
each other; Russia made (and 
kept) the desired agreements, and 
supplies got to China. 
Throughout 
all 
this, Hurley 
claimed that he was opposed by 
“career men” 
as he 
described 
them, of the Department of State. 
Not big men, just the same little 
men with 
definite 
objectives, 
which this column has so often 
called the “slide rule boys,” who 
swarm around Washington like 
termites, trying 
to 
undermine 
Constitutional government. 
Hurley had them 
sent home 
from China. When he got back 
himself, he found these men had 


been placed in positions in the 
State Department 
which gave 
them authority over him. He was 
particularly irked that the State 
Department, which makes a fet­ 
ish of secrecy, should refuse to 
allow full information to be re­ 
leased on Chinese matters, but 
would permit, or at least could 
not prevent, 
the 
“leaks" from 
these inside sources, which give 
only the opposing side of the 
story. 
To put it in the picturesque 
language of the General, he ob­ 
jected to being leaked on by the 
career men of the State Depart­ 
ment! 
At the Monday morning con­ 
ference with the Secretary, it is 
understood that Hurley was as­ 
sured a statement of American 
policy in China, and an end of 
the leaks from inside the de­ 
partment. Hurley planned to re­ 
turn to China. On Monday after­ 
noon six members of the Con­ 
gress, three of them from Calif­ 
ornia, introduced u resolution to 
“order forthwith the recall of all 
troops, supplies, etc. from China.” 
The accompanying statement ap­ 
pears on page 11174 of the Con­ 
gressional Record 
of 
Monday, 
November 26th. 
This 
is 
the 
straight 
communist 
line. 
The 
group to benefit in China would 
be the communist group. 
The following day, in the face 
of what he thought was an im­ 
mediate violation of his Monday 
agreement, Mr. Hurley resigned. 
He felt, it is said, that the speech 
Monday afternoon 
in 
Congress 
could only have been instigated 
by the sources in the department 
antagonistic to him and favor­ 
able to the Chinese communists. 
On Wednesday, the secretary 
issued a statement on 
Chinese 
policy, which had it come two 
days before, and could assurance 
have been given that the secre­ 
tary could control his liberal- 
minded boys in his own depart­ 
ment, Ambassador Hurley would 
not have resigned. He has been re­ 
placed 
by 
General 
Marshall, 
brought back from retirement in 
this crisis. 
Now the American communist 
party is picketing the State De­ 
partment, demanding the resig­ 
nation of Secretary Byrnes and 
the withdrawal 
of 
all 
United 
States troops from China. These 
were the demands, on the Floor 
of Congress, on Monday, Novem­ 
ber 26 
, made by three repre­ 
sentatives from Washington, and 
three representatives from Calif­ 
ornia. 
The time of decision approaches 
more and more rapidly in Amer­ 
ica.

Line Project To 


Go Through Pass 


On December 17, the state rail­ 
road commission will consider an 
application of the Southern Cal­ 
ifornia Gas company 
and 
the 
Southern Counties Gas company, 
for permission to build a natural 
gas pipeline from Blythe, Califor­ 
nia, to Santa Fe Springs, a point 
near Los Angeles, a distance of 
214 miles. This line will connect 
at Blythe with another line to be 
constructed from Texas by the 
El Paso Natural Gas comnany. 
The pipe line will go through 
San Gorgonia pass, 10 miles north 
of Palm Springs, paralleling U.S. 
Hgihway 99. 
Construction of the line, if ap­ 
proval is granted by the state 
railroad commission and the fed­ 
eral power commission, will com­ 
mence before October 1, 1946, and 
be completed by June 1, 1947. 
Cost of the Southern California 
link will be $12,140,000; that of 
the Texas, New Mexico, Arizona 
link, $25,500,000 for a total of 
$37,640,000. The ultimate cost of 
the completed project will exceed 
$66,000,000. 
As initially constructed, the line, 
if built, will deliver a maximum 
of 125 million cubic feet of gas a 
day, and can be increased in the 
next few years to an ultimate ca­ 
pacity of 305 million cubic feet 
a day.

The chuperosa w as seen in bloom 
at the low er end of the trail, and 
at the base, a penstem on and the 
desert lavender was in profuse 
flower. 
However, the highlight of the 
entire trip was the finding of a 
four-foot oleander tree, in full 
bloom, at least a hundred feet 
up the bare face of the granite 
"•all, about m idw av from the ton! 
The oleander is no t a native tree, 
but an introduced one. How the 
seeds of this ev er reached that 
tiny rock ledge 
is conjectural.

When actual fighting ended at 
the time of the fall of Japan, the 
President of the United States 
said that 50,000 inductees each 
month 
under selective service 
were sufficient to fill the needs 
of replacements 
in the armed 
services. That being the case, en­ 
listments 
of 
175,000 a 
month 
should certainly end the draft. 
Yet today the Army is drafting 
into the service men who have 
children and families to support, 
and is sending some of these men 
abroad for replacements. 
Thousands of veterans, sick at 
heart because there are no homes 
and jobs for them, are returning 
to service in the Army and Navy 
from which they had dreamed of 
being freed when the war ended. 
After long separations from their 
wives and children, they are sub­ 
mitting 
themselves 
to 
further 
months of loneliness and discon­ 
tent. They want to 
remain at 
home and live as American citi­ 
zens should, but how can they 
do so when they can’t get jobs in 
what they believed was a free 
country? 
Where, in America, stands a 
man or a woman, who would 
argue 
that 
Governor Dewey’s 
statement was wrong?
